When‘ I went as a young’ reporter to 
Dublin’. walked many miles ‘every day. 
Tt is true that, Dublin cars. were innumer- 
able, and their fares were the cheapest 
in the world—sixpence up to any reason- 
able distance—but: neither I nor any of 
my comrades ever thought of taking a 
ear—unless he could include" it in his 
expenses ‘allowed vy his. office. |.

their fascination in Europe as the prin- 
cipal of indoor games, with the. one 
exception of chess, But chess is for the 
few; cards are for the many.. The card- 
player-may be less intellectual than the 
cheesplayer, but he is much more a man. 
.of the world. Cards bring people to: 
gother:and make a leading social interest, 
Tolleyrand remarked to -a young man’ 
who did not play, “eards:— Jeune 
homme, si vous ne jouez pas aux cartes:
